Large Attendance at Meetings in 
Vulcan 

The Poultry Association having 
completed their third and most suc¬ 
cessful show, followed their efforts 
by securing a visit from the two men 
who are most prominent in the poul¬ 
try world of the province: Messrs. 
Hare and Shackleton were with us on 
Tuesday, Jan. 24, the former gentle¬ 
man being the Poultry Commissioner 
for Alberta, the latter being the man¬ 
ager of the Provincial Poultry Plant 
at Edmonton. Mr. Hare has the gen¬ 
eral administration of poultry matters 
with special references to the mar¬ 
keting service, the latter is the prac¬ 
tical ekpwient of _hejter production, 
and besides having care of the Pro¬ 
vincial Poultry plants takes time to 
feature in his owrt private yards the 
very popular Barred Rocks, and has 
demonstrated at the provincial show 
at Calgary and at this year’s exhibi¬ 
tion at Edmonton his ability to raise 
birds of high grade, ^tandard type 
combined with excellent egg production 
features and both genlemen expressed 
themselves very openly of their ap¬ 
proval of what the poultry association 
is doing for the industry in the dis¬ 
trict, and for what those interested 
are doing to help it in its efforts. In 
the afternoon at the I.O.O.F. hall lec¬ 
tures and demonstrations on culling 
were the main features. It was like 
a well run school room to have the 
“teacher” not only insipt upon the 
“scholars” make a choice from the 
birds bing demonstrated with, but 
give the reasons for their selection. 
Many took part and all acquitted 
themselves well. Mr. Hare’s subject 
of lecture was of course marketing 
and asked the co-operation of the 
farmers with the departmental efforts 
to obtain the result aimed at. Mr. 
Shackleton’s address was a plain un¬ 
derstandable talk on rationing and 
housing and the many pencilled notes 
that were made bespeak a following, 
up of his instruction and advice. The 
hall was fairly well filled with a most 
appreciative and attentive audience. 

In J the evening there was even a 
greater crowd than in the afternoon, 
the pictures being enjoyed by all. The 
still pictures of the various types of 
birds were a treat to all, 'whilst the 
views of the various steps taken with 
the eggs after being received by the 
marketing service, was a revelation to 
not a few. The moving pictures of 
the plant at Edmonton were the 
means of creating the wish to view 
the plant at Edmonton in its reality. 

Messrs. Hare and Shackleton are to 
be congratulated on the results of 
their efforts here and we look foj- 
much benefit to the cause the Poultry 
association is championing—the bet¬ 
terment of the poultry industry in our 
district.

Hon. Vernor W. Smith, Minister of 
Railways and Telephones, made it 
plain at the U.F.A. convention last 
week that there w as to be no increase 
of rural telephone rates under present 
condition?. 

Members of the provincial govern¬ 
ment are considering the advisability 
of having the Workmen's Compensa¬ 
tion Act extended to include medical 
services for sickness, and following 
this, to have the act extended to in¬ 
clude farm laborers. The effect of 
the first part would be to do away 
with all contracting work by private 
doctors at mines and such other 
places, since medical services wpuld 
be supplied by The Workmen’s Com¬ 
pensation Board for sickness under 
the fees paid by the workmen to the 
board. The inclusion • of farm help 
under the compensation act, with the 
extension to cover sendees for sick¬ 
ness, would do away probably w th 
the necessity for institution of a 
health poll tax in the province, re¬ 
quest for which tax has already been 
made. 

Special meetings for farmers at 
various points on the railway lines of 
Southern Alberta commenced last 
week at Foremost, south-east Of Leth¬ 
bridge. This week meetings will be 
held at points on the Coutts and Card- 
ston lines, commencing at Milk River 
next Monday and touching Warner, 
Stirling, Raymond, Magrath apd 
Cardston. The week following, the 
meetings will commence at Pincher 
Creek and will touch Macleod, Grassy 
Lake, Bow Island, Winnifred, Seven 
Persons. The week of February 13, 
will be spent on the Suffield-Lomond 
'ine. The speakers at these meetings 
are M. L. Freng and James Murray of 
the Department of Agriculture. 

Over $1,000,000 has already been 
spent, or will be spent by the provin¬ 
cial government in relief work in the 
province, according to statements by 
Hon. Alex Ross, Minister Public 
Works. Much of this is for construc¬ 
tion work of various kinds being done 
by the government, aside from., any 
share the government may pay of the 
cost of relief work done by municipal¬ 
ities. The government is opening up 
a great deal of work on its own ac¬ 
count for purposes of relief. It also 
finds itself under the obligation of 
providing relief in unorganized terri¬ 
tories, which include several largo 
coal camps. The Dominion govern¬ 
ment is being asked to bear a share 
of this. Work being carried on by 
the government includes two large 
bridges over the Red Deer River, 
nearly $200,000 for road work, jail 
buildings at Drumheller and Edson, 
and other public buildings. 

Plans for the reorganization of the 
machinery for the administration of 
the Liquor Act in the province were 
announced by Attorney General 
B»o\fhlee, in an address yesterday af¬ 
ternoon before the United Farm 
Women in the Baptist church. M{. 
Brownlee said he had determined upon 
the appointment of a man to take gen¬ 
eral charge of the administration of 
the act in the province, a man who 
would, he felt, have the confidence of 
the whole people and he hoped in a 
few days to be able to announce the 
name of this man. He also determined 
to appoint a head for the police squad 
in charge of the police work under the 
Act and this man too, he had already 
selected and would announce his name 
within a few days. He was a man 
who could not be bought and had a 
keen sense of responsibility in the 
enforcement of the Liquor Act.

and in their decision will be generally 
supported. Religion has been so many 
times made the cause of the failure oi 
many undertakings, and as a result 
was not only a hindrance to some gen¬ 
eral plan, but was also a detriment to 
religion itself. Where men of many 
faiths are required to contribute to 
one institution, such as the public 
schools, why introduce a subject that 
has always been the cause of dissen- 
tion and disunion. There are surely 
sufficient agencies for religious train¬ 
ing and instruction that ought to take 
care of the situation if they were 
operated even to a fraction of the 
extent which is the case of schools, al¬ 
ready overburdened with subjects and 
in most ca.-es'short of accommodation.

In connection with the $1,200 mini¬ 
mum for teachers, Premier Greenfield 
said that he did not agree altogether 
with this request but felt that teach¬ 
ers’ salaries should be increased in 
iater years of experience, rather than 
at the beginning. A request was also 
made by the delegation for a better 
standard of milk in the province. Hon. 
Mr. Hoadley stated that while this 
was desirable, it opened up a very big 
question in which there were many 
phases to be considered.

REPORT OF INSPTCTOR OF HIGH 
SCHOOLS 

Enrolment—Grade IX, 17; Grade X, 
10; Grade XI, 6; total 33. 

Accommodation—The room used for 
high school work is too congested. 
Thirty-three students in three high 
shool grades and all accomodated in 
one room make the work very burden¬ 
some. Your board should be prepared 
to meet the demands for further e*r 
pansion in high school work aim to 
make provision for an increased en¬ 
rolment at the beginning of thi next 
school year. It is possible thajt you 
will be forced to acommodate .one of 
the high school grades in a room with 
the Grade VIII students. . For this 
type of room you would recfeive^_jL 
government grant of $3.50 per teach¬ 
ing day. Your board should give this 


possible organization some considera¬ 
tion before the beginning of the next 
school year. 

Equipment—The general equipment 
is in very fair condition, but some of 
it is antiquated. You should dispose 
of the old double seats and replace 
them with modern single seats. Your 
science equipment is quite complete 
and is being well taken care of. The 
essential apparatus for the experi¬ 
mental work in the science subjects is 
a very valuable asset in any school. 
Modem references works in English, 
History, Science and Mathematics 
should be added to your library. 

General organization—The organ¬ 
ization is as complete and effective ak 
the accommodation will permit, Miss 
Casey is assisting with some of the 
high school work being responsible for 
arithmetic of Grade IX and XI and 
Algebta. H. The time table showed a 
very |air apportionment of time to the 
different subjects. It is possible that 
the English subjects of Grade IX 
could .be more emphasized. 

School activities—The burdensome 
nature of the regular school work 
prevents Miss Wylie from giving 
much encouragement and direction to 
many school activities. If possible I 
would like to see more attention given 
to physical training in your school. 
Different phases of athletics should be 
organized and the responsibility of 
supervision of this work divided 
among the members of your school 
staff. 

Tone of school—I was very favor¬ 
ably impressed with the general tone 
of your high school department. Very 
few one-room high schools have done 
as efficient work. The record of your 
school, on the past departmental 
examinations was possibly the best in 
the province. The background work 
in fhe differfnt subjects seemed to be 
in good shape and good progress on 
this year’s work was being made. I 
found the students interested, indus¬ 
trious and very orderly. The class 
spirit and class response were very 
commendable. > 

Grading of TcHool—Grounds, 20; 
house, 17; equipment, 12; efficiency 
of teacher 35; total 84. 

ESTIMATE OF TEACHER 

I observed Miss Wylie’s work in the 
majority of the students she is hand¬ 
ling and was quite well satisfied with 
her grasp of the content of, each sub¬ 
ject and with her methods of presen¬ 
tation.

This effective 
organization of class and seat work 
accounts forborne of the marked suc¬ 
cess your school has been experienc¬ 
ing. AVine spirit of co-operation was 
manifest in each class, and the sin¬ 
cerity of the teacher’s efforts com¬ 
pelled the attention and industry of 
the students. Good order in the class 
room was easily maintained. Miss 
Wylie has more success with the 
teaching of the English and history 
subjects than she has with the science 
and mathematical subjects, her special 
training and special aptitude being 
along "the line of English and history. 
I am pleased to know that your board 
realizes fully the value of Miss 
Wylie’s services'in your school.

Miss Casey teaches Algebra (XI) 
and Arithmetic (IX, XI). I observed 
her work and the work of the students 
in these two subjects and was well sa¬ 
tisfied with the progress and standard 
of work done.

A DRY FARMER’S DREAM 

Where can a man buy a cap for his

The report of the Farm Survey 
Board of Alberta, has been presented 
to Premier Greenfield. It makes 
some important recommendations 
with respect to conditions in the south 
and a synopsis will be given out for 
publication shortly. 

A series of poultry meetings start¬ 
ed last week under the Department of 
Agriculture, the first being held at 
Blackie on Monday. Vulcan, Cham¬ 
pion, Carmangay and Barons are be¬ 
ing touched. The meetings will start 
at Rockyford on February 6, and will 
touch Munson, Craigmyle, Hanna and 
Richdale. Jos. Shackleton and J. H. 
Hare are the speakers. 

Incorporated drug companies in Al¬ 
berta will no longer be able to sell 
liquor, if a recent decision of Judge 
Lees in the District Court, holds good. 
Judge Lees holds that liquor can only 
be sold by a registered member of 
the Pharmaceutical Association of the 
province, and that an incorporated 
company cannot be a registered 
■member of this association. Under 
this ruling, instructions have been 
issued by the Attorney General’s 
Department to liquor vendors to stor 
the sale of liquor to such drug com¬ 
panies. The ruling is now being ar¬ 
gued in court at Edmonton. It affects 
a large number of drug companies in 
the province. 

The Editor of Farm and Home, of 
Massachuettes comes forth with the 
unique suggestion that the United 
States government take over the en¬ 
tire navies of the allies at full cost, 
as payment toward the billions they 
owe the United States, and then after 
getting possession to sail the grand 
armada and sunk them ten miles deep. 
He also advocates extension of credit 
facilities to foreign countries to en¬ 
able them to purchase corn and oats. 

Hon. George Hoadley, ’Minister of 
Agriculture, has made application to 
the Canadian National Railways for 
the operation of a mixed farming 
special train to be operated on the 
C.N.R. and G.T.P. lines cast of Ed¬ 
monton to the provincial boundary, 
similar to that train which has been 
operated by the C.P.R. and is now 
operated in the southern part of the 
province. If the National Railway 
agsree to operate this train, it is the 
intention of Mr. Hoadley to have it 
operate one week on each line, to uch- 
ing at various points where lectures 
will be given morning, afternodn and 
evening, on agricultural matteds. 

Dates have been arranged fir the 
first week of the series of meetings to 
be held in Southern Alberta for\he 
discussion of better methods of farm^- 
ing. These meetings will start at 
Foremost on January 24, and will be 
held at Etzikom on January 26, 
Pakowki January 26, and Manyber- 
ries, January 27. Meetings will also 
be held at points on the Cardston line. 
Coutts line and other lines throughout 
the south, te be announced later. The 
speakers will be M. L. Freng, of Leth¬ 
bridge, and James Murray, of Noble- 
ford, representing the Alberta depart¬ 
ment of agriculture. Lectures will be 
given afternoon and evening at each 
place. 

The provincial department of Health 
is emphasizing the advisability of the 
administration of antitoxin in cases 
of diphtheria. Supplies of antitoxin 
are kept on hand by the provincial 
department of Health at Edmonton 
and the provincial laboratory. Supplies 
are also kept by the city health of¬ 
ficers of Lethbridge and Calgary. It 
is also advisable that each municipal¬ 
ity keep a small supply on hand. An¬ 
titoxin should be administered as 
quickly as possible in the case of dip- 
theria. In cases treated within the 
first twenty-four hours or so, the 
mortality is practically nil. Every 
hour’s delay lessens the chances of 
successful treatment In case of 
suspected diphtheria antitoxin should 
be given at onefe. Co-operation of the 
general public in precautionary mea¬ 
sures against spread of disease should 
be sought by .sanitary inspectors, par¬ 
ticularly in the fight against diptheria. 
Common drinking cups, chewing gum, 
and such things are responsible for 
the spread of diphtheria, more than 
any other agencies, declares one au¬ 
thority. ’

RYE AS A CROP 

It is estimated that the production 
of rye in the prairie provinces has in¬ 
creased threefold this year and that 
the 1921 crop in Saskatchewan will 
total eight times the quantity pro¬ 
duced in 1920. „ Both the spring,and 
fall rye are grown although the latter 
is rapidly becoming the more popular 
in most districts. This rapid increase 
in the production of rye must mean 
that dependable markets outside of 
the North American continent must be 
-secured or else rye can only be pro¬ 
fitably grown in such quantities as 
an be utilized by the home markets 
'and for feeding to live stock. 

Although the price paid for rye 
should only be equivalent to that paid 
tor feed grain, the farmers in the 
drier sections of the prairies may still 
find it profitable to grow rye rather 
than barley. • * 

' On the Scott Experimental Station 
the comparative tests of spring rye 
and six-rowed barley show the rye to 
have outyielded the barley by an 
average of 109 pounds per acre during 
a nine-year period. In a swine feed¬ 
ing experiment just Completed 4.9 
pounds of rye produced 1-lb. of pork, 
while 6.4 lbs. of barley were required. 
This is where both grains webe mixed 
with oats. Spring rye is quite hardy 
in the spring, consequently, cgn be 
sown earlier than barley; it is taller 
growing and can be harvested more 
easily, and, in addition it does not 
shatter as readily as some varieties 
of barley; it does not make as palat¬ 
able hay as the other cereals, but it is 
ready for cutting earlier in the season. 

Where the hardier varieties of fall 
rye can be grown, this crop is usually 
to be preferred to the spring rye, 
mainly because of its greater adap¬ 
tability. It can be sown at any time 
between early spring knd harvest 
time even in the northern' districts. 
The crop is harvested at a different 
time from the other cereals. It can 
be utilized as a trap crop to catch 
such weeds as wild oats. It can be 
grown on a poorer soil than the other 
cereals and on soils that are liable to 
drift As a supplemental pasture crop 
on the dry farm it provides good 


pasture late in the season when other 
pastures are too dry, it starts early 
in the summer and the crop can be 
left and the grain harvested and 
threshed before the wheat harvest 
commences. 

Because of the light snow fall in the 
dry districts and the danger of fall 
rye winter-killing, only the hardiest 
varieties should be ' s6wn. Experi¬ 
ments at Scott have proven such 
varieties as Mammoth White, Thou¬ 
sand Fold and Dominion to be liable 
to winter-kill. On the other hand 
North Dakota No. 959 appears fairly 
hardy, but winter-kills to some extent 
in some seasons. An experiment con¬ 
ducted last year shows that even a 
light covering of straw protects the 
rye. This year, in the tests, the straw 
was spread on at the rate of two loads 
per acre with a view to ascertaining 
the efficiency and profitableness of 
this plan.

If that policy 
is carried out, Quebec is going to be 
in a financial- class by itself, for the 
other provinces are deep in schemes 
for hoisting their already high debts.

If people want the 
true Scotch flavor,” he said, “they 
should turn to Burns and leave Lauder 
out”
